MORMUGAO PORT TRUST 

MORMUGAO FORT EMPLOYEES (Children’s 

Education Allowance) (Amendment) Regulations. 

1986. 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 28 
of the Major Port Trust Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), 
the Board of Trustees of the Port of Mormugao hereby 
makes the following Regulations further to amend the 
Mormugao Port Employees’ (Children’s Education 
Allowance) Regulations, 1974, namely :— 

1. (i) The Regulations may be called the Mor¬ 

mugao Port Employees’ (Children’s 
Education Allowance) (Amendment) 
Regulations, 1986. 

(ii) They shall come into force with effect from 
the date «n which the Central Govern¬ 
ment’s approval to these regulations has 
been published in the Gazette of India. 

2. The following shall be substituted for the 
existing sub-regulation (hi) of regulation 4 of the 
Mormugao Port Employees’ (Children’s Education 
Allowance) Regulations, 1974, namely •— 

“(iii) The allowance will be admissible only in 
those cases where an employee of the 
Board is compelled to send his child or 
children to a school away from the station 
at which he is posted andjor is residing 
owing to the absence of a school or 
schools of a requisite standard at that 
station. The wife [husband of the employee 
of the Board employed outside the 
Board’s service and entitled to the benefit 
or Children Education Allowance fiom 
her|his employer shall be deemed to be 
an employee of the Board for this purpose 
of these Regulations”. 

3. “EXPLANATION ‘A’” appearing after ‘EX¬ 
PLANATION’ to sub-regulation (iii) of existing 
Regulation 4 of the principal Regulation shall be 
deleted. 

4. After ‘EXPLANATION’ appearing below 
existing sub-regulation (iii) of existing Regulation 4 
of the principal regulation the following sub-regula¬ 
tions shall be inserted. 

(iv) An Indian School shall be held to be a 
School not of “requisite standard” for 
Anglo Indian children and vice-versa. 
Similarly, if a child is prevented bv the 


tenets of his religious presuation, from 
attending a school run by a body of an¬ 
other persuasion such school shall be held 
to be a school not of the requisite stan¬ 
dard. Also, if the teaching in a school is 
conducted in a language different from 
the language of the employee of the 
Board, the school shall be held to be a 
school not of the requisite standard. 

Explanation 1 : A school cannot’be treated as 
a school noL of the requisite standard 
merely because it is run by a body of a 
particular religious persuasion. If, how¬ 
ever, religious instructions are compulso¬ 
rily imparted in such a school on account 
of which the child is prevented from 
attending the school being of a different 
religious persuasion, then that school can 
be treated as a school not of the requisite 
standard. 

Explanation 2 : The admissibility of Children’s 
Education Allowance will have to be 
determined with reference to the standard 
of school viz. Primary, Middle, High] 
Higher Secondary and the medium of 
instruction and mother tongue of the 
employee by birth or by adoption and 
not due to absence of particular subject 
in a particular institution. 

(v) If a child of an employee of the Board is 
denied admission to a school of the “re¬ 
quisite standard” at the station at which 
the employee is posted and | or residing 
because of there being no vacancy, or 
for any other reason and the child is, 
therefore compelled to attend the School, 
away from the Employee’s place of 
posting and | or residence the employee 
shall be entitled to the allowance as if 
there were no school of the requisite 
standard at. that station. 

Explanation : The availability of vacancy in a 
school will be determined with reference 
to the position existing at the time of the 
admission of the child in the school, 
whether it be at the start of the session 
or in the middle of the session, if in con¬ 
sultation with the competent Educational 
authorities of the area and not on the 
basis of the certificate of the school autho¬ 
rities. In cases where Children’s Educa¬ 
tional Allowance is claimed due to non¬ 
availability of a school of the requisite 
standard at the station of posting and) or 
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residence of the employee or due to non¬ 
availability of vacancy in such school the 
head of office should satisfy “himself 
about the correctness of the claims and 
for this purpose, he shall obtain in the 
required information directly from the 
local educational authorities. 

(vi) At a station where there is no school of 
ihe requisite standard, the allowance will 
no; be admi: ible if the nearest school is 
so situated that there is a convenient 
train or bus service to take the children 
near the time of the opening of the 
school and bring them back not too long 
after the school is closed add the journey 
each way does not taSce more than an 
hour. Where! these conditions are not 
fulfilled, the allowance will be admissible 
irrespeciivc of the distance of the school 
from the station at which the employee 
is posted and|or is residing. 

Explanation : The intetnion is that Children’s 
Educational Allowance will not be ad¬ 
missible to an employee even in a case 
where a school of the requisite standard 
exists in a nearby place where the child 
can conveniently attend the school by 
going in a train or bus and the trainjbus 
journey does not take more than one 


hour on either side. The period of one 
hour mentioned above only refers to the 
time taken by a train|bus to pijform 
journey and not the-time taken by a 
child to go on a bicycle or on foot. 
Hence, the real criteria is the time nor¬ 
mally taken by bus or a train and not 
the distance between the place of resi¬ 
dence and the school. While the limit of 
one hour on either side has been men¬ 
tioned to be adopted in such eases, but 
marginal increases arc not ruled out. The 
administrative authorities should in each 
case use their discretion keeping in view 
the spirit of these orders. 

5. ‘Note’ appearing after “EXPLANATION ‘A’ '* 
of existing sub-regu!ation (iii) of Regulation 4 of the 
principal Regulations should be lettered as sub- 
regulation (vii). 

6. Exis‘ing sub-regulation (iv), (v), (vi), (vii), 
(viii) and (ix) of Regulation 4 of the principal Re¬ 
gulations shall be renumbered as sub-regulation (viii), 
(ix), (x), (xi), (xii) and (xiii). 

7. In the existing sub-regulation (vi) of Regulation 
4 [now proposed to be renumbered as (x)] the word 
“three” appearing in the last l ne bc'ween the words 
“he completes” and “years service” shall be substi¬ 
tuted by the word “one”. 
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
